questing stop  signs  at  four 
locations  near  the  Potrero 
Hill  playground. 

The  intersections  of 
Madera  and  Arkansas; 
Dakota  and  25th  Streets; 
Mississippi  and  23rd 
Streets;  and  Arkansas  and 
20th  Streets  were  speci- 
fied in  the  Board's  letter, 
as  well  as  the  repainting 
of  a  caution  sign  on  Ar- 
kansas Street  near  the 
playground,  and  a  lump  at 
the  base  of  the  hill  to  slow 
traffic. 

All  the  requests  were 
recommended  at  a  meet- 
ing of  the  Department  of 
Public  Works  staff  the 
second  week  in  January. 
Accur  iin<7  to  Kathleen 
Bonfilio,  Administrative 
Assistant  to  Supervisor 
Gonzales,  the  Supervisors 
are  expected  to  vote  on 
the  matter  the  early  part 
of  February.    Under  the 
City  Charter,  street  work 
must  originate  in  the  De- 
partment of  Public  Works 
and  be  approved  by  the 
Board  before  construction 
can  begin.  Immediately 
after  the  official  approval 
from  the  Supervisors, 
the  stop  signs  would  be 
erected  by  the  Department 
of  Public  Works.

The  Story  of  the  Potrero 
Hill  Russian  Molokan's  and 
Jumpers  Prihoni 

In  1912  fifteen  families  got 
together  as  a  Brotherhood 
to  get  out  of  the  City  to 
live  on  farms.  They 
bought  a  big  ranch  in  Pot- 
ter Valley.  It  had  about  500 
acres  15  miles  north  of  U- 
kiah  near  the  Russian  Ri- 
ver, They  divided  in  into 
20  or  40  acre  parcels  for 
each  family. 

Each  family  built  a  small 
house  to  live  in.  They  form 
ed     a  small  colony.  To 
start  with,  my  father  had 
two  cows,  three  horses, 
100  chickens,  a  few  ducks, 
and  a  goat.  We  had  plenty 
of  food  -  milk,  eggs,  and 
a  vegetable  garden. 
On  Sunday  old  folks  would 
gather  at  someone's  house 
to  eat  lunch  and  sing.  The 
young  kids  would  go  to  the 
river  for  a  picnic  and  a 
swim. 

Once  a  week  my  father 
would  load  a  wagon  with 
a  cord  of  wood  to  sell 
Ukiah  and  buy  whatever 
he  needed.  I  was  twelve 
years  old.  I  went  with  him 
for  a  ride.  It  took  us  four 
hours  to  make  fifteen 
miles. 

We  all  enjoyed  the  farm 
life.  We  lived  there  two 
years  and  one  day,  to  my 
surprise.  Father  sold  his 


ranch  and  we  came  back 
to  the  city. 

From  1914  to  1918  most 
of  the  Moiokans  came  back 
to  the  city.   The  older  folks 
went  to  work  as  did  boys

When  the  Board  of 
Directors  of  the  Potrero 
Hill  Neighborhood  House, 
a  thirty -member  body, 
convened  its  monthly 
meeting  on  Jan.  ,  the  first 
order  of  business  was  a 
letter  of  resignation  from 
Board  president  John 
Coney.

Coney's  replacement  xmtil 
the  Feb.  18th  Corporation 
meeting  at  the  Nabe  will 
be  BiU  Auld. 

The  Corporation  is  the 
Board's  parent  body  and 
consists  of  50  members, 
over  half  of  whom  must  be 
Presbyterians.  The  Corp- 
ation  meets  only  once  a  year 
to  elect  new  members,  and 
at  this  time  the  Board  holds 
a  consecutive  meeting  to 
elect  new  Board  members 
from  the  Corporation  and  to 
to  elect  a  new  slate  of  offi- 
cers.   This  year  there  are 
14  vacancies  on  the  Corpor- 
ation and  6  on  the  Board  of 
Directors. 

In  other  items  of  business. 
Executive  Director  Enola 
Maxwell  announced  that  the 
successful  Christmas  fund 
raising  program  resulted  in 
over  400  gifts  being  distri- 
buted to  Hill  children. 

Maxwell  also  spoke  of  a 
proposal  submitted  to  the 
Endowment  of  the  Arts  En- 
vironmental Planning  which 
would  provide  funds  for  the 
completion  of  the  mini -park 
opposite  the  Nabe  on  DeHarc 
and  Southern  Heights. 

Another  proposal,  submit- 
ted through  the  Golden  Gate 
Neighborhood  Center's 
Association  (GGNCA),  of 
which  the  Nabe  is  a  mem- 
ber, would  provide  funds 
for  programs  designed  to 
encourage  racial  and  ethnic 
integration  in  the  commun- 
ity.

A  city-wide  black  or- 
ganization has  formed  to 
make  sure  that  poor  and 
unemployed  people 
throughout  San  Francisco 
receive  a  fair  share  of 
the  new  federal  Manpow- 
er Act  programs  which 
were  signed  into  law  last 
December. 

On  Potrero  Hill,  the 
Black  Community  Man- 
power Alliance  is  being 
organized  by  Henry  Jones 
at  the  Potrero  Hill  Com- 
munity Government,  and 
Bunny  Oliver  in  Dog  Patch 
Community  Development 
Association, 

Seminars  will  be  held 
on  two  Saturdays  in  March 
to  inform  residents  here 
of  the  scope  of  the  new 
Manpower  Act,  and  how 
the  Alliance  plans  to  allo- 
cate programs. 

The  Alliance  will  ask 
Mayor  Joseph  Alioto  for 
$1.  25  million  of  the  over 
$4  million  to  be  funneled 
through  the  Mayor's  Man- 
power Planning  Council 
this  spring  for  the  pro- 
gram. 

For  the  past  several 
years  the  Mayor's  Coun- 
cil has  farmed  out  feder- 
al funds  for  employment 
training  to  organizations 
such  as  the  Bay  Area  Ur- 
ban League,  and  the  Af- 
firmative Action  program 
in  Hunters  Point  Model 
Neighborhood.  According 
to  Eunice  Elton  at  the 
Council,  proposals  were 
awarded  on  the  basis  of 
"demonstrated  compet- 
ence" in  developing  a 
minority  manpower  force. 
The  scope  of  the  1973 
■Manpower  Act  is  much 
broader  and  more  power- 
ful. 

The  Black  Manpower 
Alliance  feels  that  many 
black  minority  people 
have  been  neglected  in 
the  earlier  program  be- 
cause they  are  not  cen- 
tralized in  one  area  of 
town.    The  Spanish -sur- 
name in  the  Mission  and 
the  Chines  in  Chinatown 
are  easily  identifiable  by 
their  area  and  so  easily 
organized  for  training 
programs. 

Harold  Brooks,  a  con- 
sultant for  both  the  Black 
Manpower  Alliance  and 
the  Bayview/Hunters 
Point  Model  Neighborhood, 
explained  to  the  VIEW,

"Perhaps  when  archeo- 
logists  sift  through  the 
ruins  of  our  civilization

Based  on  the  highly  ef- 
fective Affirmative  Action 
program  in  Hunters  Point, 
the  proposal  of  the  Alli- 
ance hopes  to  reach  people 
in  clII  neighborhoods, 
starting  with  the  informa- 
tional seminars  such  as 
those  to  be  held  on  the 
HiU. 

By  bringing  together  a 
board  of  representatives 
from  all  over  the  city,  the 
Alliance  is  drawing  up  a 
proposal  to  present  to  the 
Mayor  that  will  reflect 
every  community's  needs. 


"The  new  law  opens  the 
door  to  a  lot  of  things,  " 
Henry  Jones,  one  of  the 
nine  members  of  the  Al- 
liance Board,  explains, 
"The  program  is  open  to 
anyone  on  Potrero  Hill 
who  IS  unemployed  and 
living  in  poverty.  There 
will  be  mental  health  pro- 
grams, training  in  nurs- 
ing and  bilingual  studies, 
tutoring  for  kids  in  high 
school  and  out  of  high 
school,  so  they  can  get  a 
job,  and  re-trainmg  for 
people  who  have  been  in 
dead-end  jobs  that  have 
no  future.  " 

While  the  first  step  is 
informing  the  community 


of  services  that  will  be 
available,  the  Potrero 
Hill  Community  Govern- 
ment is  already  provid- 
ing some  services  to  the 
community  which  need 
volunteer  support.  Child 
care  services,  tutoring 
for  grade  school  and  high 
school  children,  and 
other  programs  are 
available  there  and  need 
participation  from  Potre- 
ro Hill  dwellers.
